Simi received his license, all voting 
aye. 

A large number of saloon permits 
were held up because some of the 
bondsmen were persons also engaged 
in the saloon business. The Grand 
Jury recently barred these sureties 
and also forbade any county officer 
going oil a saloon bond. The various 
applioauts were given time to secure 
new bondsmen. 

BIG POWER PLANT. 

The San Mateo Power Company was 
granted permission to build a rail¬ 
road across the bay shore road near 
the county line and to maintain the 
same for a period of eighteen months. 
The purpose of the road is to trans¬ 
port materials and supplies to the site 
of the huge power station which the 
company is to erect and which will 
entail an expenditure of about a mil¬ 
lion dollars. Work will begin at 
once.—San Mateo Leader.

I How Poor Qualities Are BroiiKht Up
